here  we  will  remain.  We  publicize  not 
only  the  miracle  but  also  our  presence 
Placing  the  menorah  in  the  window 
shows  that  we  have  no  fear  or  need  to 
hide  as  Jews  have  had  to  hide  before. 
Placing  the  menorah  in  the  window  is 
a  sign  of  permanence. 

Lighting  the  candles  is  impermanent. 
The  fire  flickers,  burns  brightly,  and 
eventually  burns  out.  Yes,  the  candles 
also  remind  us  of  God’s  miracles 
and  that  our  people  have  survived 
through  so  much  strife.  But  lighting 
candles  which  will  burn  out  is  not  a 
message  about  the  temporary  nature 
of  our  people;  rather  it  is  a  symbol  of 
how  our  people  have  endured.  The 
candles  go  out  but  are  rekindled  the 
next  night  and  then  the  next  and  then 
again  the  next  year  and  so  on  and 
on.  Lighting  the  candles  reminds  us 
that  we  must  continually  rekindle  our 
Jewish  identities.  The  permanence 
of  our  people  is  based  on  all  Jews 
continually  renewing  themselves  and 
their  commitment  to  Judaism. 


The  Rabbis  in  the  Talmud  argue 
(what  a  surprise)  about  what  is 
the  true  mitzvah  of  Hanukkah. 
Every  detail  of  the  holiday  matters, 
from  the  glow  of  the  candles  to  the 
smell  of  fried  latkes,  but  what  is  the 
one  moment  that  encapsulates  the 
entire  holiday?  Some  argue  that  the 
core  of  the  holiday  is  placing  the 
hanukkiah  (menorah)  in  the  window 
so  that  all  the  world  will  know  the 
miracle  that  was  wrought  for  our 
ancestors.  Others  argue  that  the 
mitzvah  of  the  holiday  isn’t  complete 
until  we  light  the  candles,  and  it  is  that 
holy  fire  which  embodies  Hanukkah. 
The  Rabbis  resolve  the  dispute,  but 
more  interesting  than  their  answer 
is  the  question  itself.  What  is  more 
important:  placing  the  menorah  in  the 
window,  or  lighting  the  candles? 

Behind  this  question  is  a  question 
about  what  the  holiday  of  Hanukkah 
is  meant  to  be  for  the  Jewish  people. 
Placing  the  menorah  in  the  window  is 
a  statement  of  presence:  there  was  a 
brutal  war,  we  were  almost  wiped  out, 
but  we  made  it;  we  are  still  here,  and 


The  rabbis  decide  that  it  is  the  lighting 
that  embodies  the  holiday.  Thus  we 
say  the  blessing  when  we  light,  not 
when  we  place  the  hanukkiah,  and  the 
blessing  says:  “Blessed  are  you  Lord 
our  God,  King  of  the  universe,  who  has 
sanctified  us  through  lighting  the 
candles  of  Hanukkah.”  The  word 
Hanukkah  itself  means  “dedication” 
or  “rededication.”  This  month  let  us 
rededicate  ourselves  to  kindling  our 
Jewish  identities.  Come  to  a  PAS 
Conversations  master  class  or  to  the 
winter  concert.  Consider  Jewish  camp 
for  your  children  next  summer.  Read 
one  of  the  Jewish  Lives  biographies 
and  participate  in  a  discussion  group. 
Join  a  study  circle.  Come  to  services 
and  join  your  voice  to  those  of  your 
community. 

As  we  prepare  to  light  the  candles  this 
month,  let  us  renew  our  commitment 
to  Jewish  learning,  Jewish  art,  Jewish 
history,  Jewish  literature,  and  our 
Jewish  selves.

Congregational  School  Update 


As  we  near  the  close  of  the 
fall  semester,  I  am  excited 
to  update  you  on  the 
implementation  of  the  Congregational 
School  Visioning  Task  Force  (CSVTF), 
an  ongoing  collaboration  of  the  PAS 
education  team,  clergy,  lay  leaders, 
and  CS  community.  As  a  result  of 
our  comprehensive  review  of  our 
program  last  year,  our  CSVTF  areas 
of  focus  for  this  year  are  the  scope 
and  sequence  of  our  core  curriculum; 
Hebrew  reading;  teacher  excellence; 
and  communication/clarifying 
expectations. 

PAS  believes  that  instilling  a  Jewish 
education  in  our  children  is  a 
partnership  between  families  and 
the  synagogue.  This  year  for  the  first 
time,  we  expressed  this  partnership 
through  a  brit,  a  covenant  that 
outlines  the  relationship  that  families 
and  the  school  enter  together.  The  brit 
describes  students’  responsibility  to 
be  active  and  respectful  participants 
in  class,  to  honor  Shabbat,  and  other 
expectations.  At  the  start  of  the  school 
year,  families  received  the  brit  to  read 
together,  and  each  learner  signed 
a  copy.  To  continue  developing  the 
school-home  partnership,  each  grade 
will  celebrate  a  “Milestone  Moment” 
in  their  Jewish  educational  journey, 
such  as  receiving  their  own  siddur. 

This  fall,  we  shared  with  our 
families  the  CS  scope  and  sequence 
map,  a  visual  representation  of 


our  curriculum  that  allows  kids, 
parents,  teachers,  and  community 
members  to  see  the  arc  of  learning. 

We  have  implemented  a  new 
Hebrew  curriculum  which  includes 
experiential  Hebrew  lessons  for  K-2 
and  the  introduction  of  Hebrew 
reading  and  decoding  at  a  younger 
age.  You  can  read  the  CS  brit,  look  at 
the  scope  and  sequence  map,  and  read 
about  the  Hebrew  curriculum  on  our 
website. 


We  will  begin  weekly  classes  at  the 
Eli  M.  Black  Lifelong  Learning  Center 
after  Winter  Break.  We  look  forward 
to  continuing  the  implementation  of 
our  new  curriculum  in  this  new  space 
dedicated  to  the  mission  of  Jewish 
education.

One  thousand  PAS  members 
of  all  ages  gathered  for  a 
community-wide,  once-in-a- 
generation  ceremony  and  celebration 
on  Sunday,  October  15,  dedicating 
the  Eli  M.  Black  Lifelong  Learning 
Center  at  11  East  89th  Street,  our 
new  state-of-the-art,  multimedia 
learning,  worship,  and  activity  center. 
This  milestone  event  marked  the 
completion  of  the  first  phase  of  a 
nearly  $80  million  capital  campaign 
to  create  a  vibrant  campus  linking  the 
new  building  with  the  congregation’s 
historic  home  at  50  East  87th  Street, 
which  will  be  revitalized  beginning  in 
spring  2018  for  occupancy  in  fall  2019. 

The  dedication  began  at  87th  Street, 
with  a  ceremony  taking  three  Torah 
scrolls  from  the  ark  in  the  Sanctuary 
to  be  installed  in  their  new  home 
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in  the  ark  of  the  chapel  at  89th 
Street.  The  Torah  procession  then 
wended  its  way  up  Madison  Avenue 
accompanied  by  clergy,  officers,  and 
members  of  the  Campaign  Cabinet 
and  Space  Committee  singing  and 
dancing  to  joyous  tunes  played  by 
accompanying  musicians.  Meanwhile, 
Israeli  and  klezmer  music  filled  the 
air  where  the  community  awaited 
the  arrival  of  the  Torah  scrolls  on 
89th  Street.  Congregants’  hopes  and 
dreams  for  our  community  along 
with  a  dynamic  video  about  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  were  projected  on 
large  screens  positioned  all  along  the 
closed-off  block.  Children  and  parents 
participated  in  a  family  art  project 
while  waiters  offered  an  array  of 
imaginative  snacks  and  drinks.  When 
the  Torah  procession  arrived,  the 
crowd  joined  in  joyful  dancing  with 
the  Torah  scrolls.  The  formal  program 
included  words  of  welcome  from 
Rabbi  Cosgrove;  songs  by  Cantors 
Schwartz,  Lissek,  and  Brook;  verses  of 
dedication  read  responsively  by  clergy, 
PAS  Officers,  and  senior  professional 
staff  with  the  community;  a  tribute  to 
Eli  M.  Black  by  his  son  Leon  D.  Black; 
unveiling  and  blessing  of  the  mezuzah 
and  plaque  bearing  the  building’s 
name,  a  ceremonial  ribbon  cutting 
and  communal  blessing,  culminating 
in  the  procession  bringing  the  Torah 
scrolls  into  the  new  chapel  and  the 
community  singing  Etz  Hayim  Hi  as 
the  scrolls  were  placed  in  the  ark. 

Art  Penn,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  noted:  “It’s  been  37  years 
since  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  added 
additional  space  or  had  a  substantial 
renovation.  The  building  of  the  Eli 
M.  Black  Lifelong  Learning  Center 
and  our  entire  space  project  was 
undertaken  because  we  were  bursting 
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at  the  seams!  Our  congregants 
have  become  increasingly  more 
involved  in  the  community.  We 
named  our  campaign  “A  Synagogue 
in  Action:  Building  the  Future” 
because  that  accurately  reflects 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  today. 

We  needed  additional  classroom, 
worship,  meeting,  programming,  and 
celebration  space.  Never  before  in  our 
135-year  history  have  so  many  of  our 
members  come  together  to  support 
our  synagogue.  The  community  has 
come  together  so  powerfully  because 
we  want  the  future  to  be  influenced 
by  our  Jewish  faith  and  values.  The 
synagogue,  more  than  any  other 
institution,  plays  a  unique  role  in  our 
lives  and  we  are  paving  the  way  for 
our  future.” 

Andrea  Baumann  Lustig,  Officer  and 
Capital  Campaign  Chair,  thanked 
the  unprecedented  number  of  PAS 
members  who  have  made  the  Capital 
Campaign  so  successful,  saying, 

“Given  the  fact  that  we’ve  had  1309 
donors  so  far,  our  gratitude  really 
does  extend  to  each  and  every  one  of 
you  who  is  here  to  celebrate  today! 

$79  million  raised  to  date  with  79.3% 
participation  -  you  made  this  possible, 
and  I  hope  each  and  every  one  of  you 
takes  a  moment  to  feel  the  pride  and 
joy  of  being  part  of  this  shared  legacy.” 

Marc  Becker,  Space  Committee 
Co-chair,  added,  “Our  goal  was  that 
the  Eli  M.  Black  Lifelong  Learning 
Center  would  physically  epitomize 
Judaism’s  linking  of  tradition  and 
innovation.  The  new  building  will 
house  educational  programs  for 
members  of  all  ages  and  be  another 
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step  towards  strengthening  our 
community.” 

The  Center  honors  the  memory  of 
Eli  M.  Black,  Chairman  and  CEO  of 
United  Brands,  noted  philanthropist 
and  supporter  of  the  State  of  Israel. 

In  his  remarks,  Leon  D.  Black  quoted 
from  a  sermon  his  father  wrote  as 
a  21-year-old  rabbi  in  1942,  when 
European  Jewry  was  at  the  brink  of 
annihilation  during  the  Holocaust. 

His  father  expressed  hopes  for  the 
survival  of  the  Jewish  people  and  the 
continuity  of  Jewish  tradition,  values, 
and  learning. 

The  Capital  Campaign,  “A  Synagogue 
in  Action:  Building  the  Future,” 
was  headed  by  Honorary  Co-chairs 
John  B.  Hess,  Leon  D.  Black,  Ralph 
Lauren,  and  David  Simon  and  driven 
by  Steering  Committee  members 
Art  Penn,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees;  Rabbi  Elliot  J.  Cosgrove; 
Andrea  Bauman  Lustig,  Capital 
Campaign  Chair;  Marc  Becker,  Space 
Committee  Co-chair;  and  Beryl  P. 
Chernov,  Executive  Director.  The 
Campaign  was  supported  by  countless 
volunteers,  including  the  Community 
Calling  Committee  led  by  Stephanie 
Leichter  and  Andy  Heller,  and  the 
Campaign  Cabinet,  as  well  as  by 
PAS  staff  members.  The  dedication 
celebration  was  coordinated  by  Jean 
Bloch  Rosensaft  and  Susan  Brous
